Ottawa, February 25 The Liberal 
party shows signs of being vigorously 
alive and even in a state of mild re- 
volt. Last week the government re-| 
ceived as many jolts from its friends | 
us from its opponents. Gerry McGeer 
(Liberal) licked horns with the auth- 
orities on shipping subsidies. Jean 
Francois Pouliot (Liberal) sought to 
introduce a bill on the translation 
bureau over the expressed opposition 
of the Secretary of State. W. A. ‘Tuck- 
er, Liberal of Rosthern faced right up 
to the Minister of Finance on the 
Monetary question, and wus warmly 
applauded not only by the ‘south east 
corner’ where the Social Credit and 
Cc. C. F. members sit, but from radical 
fringes of the Liberal benches as 
well, All in all, it looks like a tighting 
session, with the impatient and radi- 
cal members of the Liberal party 
jabbing the ministry from within, 
while the official opposition jabs it 
trom without. Liberals profess to be- 
lieve in free speech, and in general 
the ebullition this week is regarded as 
a healthy sign. A fighting parliament 
wouldn't be a bad idea in these days 
when so much is wrong and cries out 
to be set right. Mr Mackenzie King, 
being a democratic leader, is prepar- 


ed to move forward just as fast as the | 


rank and file demands. He sees no 
value in being Miles ahead of the 
party, doesn't see the use of reforms 
if the country and the party are not 
solidly behind them. The present Lib- 
eral party has a lot more fire and 
fight than the representation in the 
1926-1930 parliament appeared to 
have. 

A Fine First Effort 

The government policy on public 
works as a cure for unemployment 
was defined with much clarity and 
eloquence early in the week by Hon. 
Norman Rogers, Minister of Labor, 1n 
au speech which won general com- 
mendation, although scored by one 
member of the C. C, F. party. Mr Rog- 
ers disposed of the idea that this was 
a government of supermen, ull-wise 
and all-powerful. He disavowed any 
notion that without help this or any 
other government could cure  unem- 
»loyment, The government realised he 
said, its profound responsibility in the 
matter; and-the expectations of the 
people. It would not shirk its respon- 
sibility. But it believed in enlisting 
the support of all possible agencies 
in the provision of work, The govern- 
ment Was satistied that an orgy ot 
government spending did not oller a 
Way out of the depression. On the 
contrary, if persisted in, it would 
bring about chaos, 

“It is taking a short view ol the 
duty of the government to the people 
of anada to assume that we can con- 
tinue with unbalanced budgets and at 
the same time expect the co-operation 
of private and corporate enterprise 
in supplying more employment to 
this country. | do not believe public 
employment through a vast scheme 
of public works is anything 
than a palliative for our present econ- 
omic ills. I believe that ultimately 1t 
would create taar greater economic 
distress than that which now exists,” 
the Minister said. 

Students who are curious us to the 
probable course of this government in 
the next year or two will probably 
tind the kernel of the matter in a 
statement of the British government | 
wade inn Octobber 1934, and quoted 
with approval by the Minister ol 
Labor: 

The Liberal Attitude 

“The expansion of normal activity 
will most surely and rapidly be 
brought about by the creation of con- 
fidence by steady policy—-in particu- 
lar, financial confidence by a balan- 
ced budget, the lowering of rates ol 
interest with resultant cheap and 
plentiful capital and, in so far = a8 
government action is possible by the 
creation of facilities for and the re 
moval of hindrances to trade.” 

That theory is to be tested by the 
Liberal government, it will be assail- 
ed as timid, as undramatic, as unim- 
aginative. But the indications are 
that it will be adhered to as closely 
as the demands of democratic govern- 
ment, the cries for freer spending and 
elaborate program of works will per 
mit, The Ministry will probably = set 
their faces bard against any extravid 
gant spending programs of any sort.
